No Steel Action Until May I 


David J. McDonald of United Steelworkers 
may have been piling it on when he men­ 
tioned nex t May 1 as the likely date for re­ 
suming negotiations for a new contract. He 
may have been doing some bargaining, in 
fact. 
Management representatives in the negotia­ 
tions must know by this time that circum- 
atances have put Mr McDonald and his asso­ 
ciates over a barrel as far as 1962 bargain­ 
ing is concerned.

Management has done ex actly what it said 
it would do as rapidly as it could if the union 
blocked its proposed changes ir. work rules 
in 1959, it has automated wherever it could 
in the attempt to cut down its production 
coss. 


WHETHER steelworkers admit it or not. 
they are competing with foreign steelwork­ 
ers for important parts of the U.S. market. 
Whether their contract negotiators like it 
or no. steelworkers now are negotiating for 
jobs, as well as for higher rates and benefits. 
Secretary of Labor Goldberg, former gen­ 
eral counsel for the Steelworkers Union, 
now is in a new role 
He has said twice 
in recent day s that in this role he intends to 
define and defend the jmblic interest in 


negotiations for labor contracts 
The public interest — as previously defined 
by President Kennedy — calls for stabiliza* 
tion of the U.S. economy — no more w-aga 
inflation — no further moves to put U.S. 
production at a disadvantage in competition 
for trade. 
This means no more additions to overhead 
in the steel industry . It means no increases 
in wage rates that cannot be balanced by in­ 
creases in productivity . 
Altogether it means that President McDon­ 
ald of the Steelworkers has been put into the 
position of going through the motions of bar­ 
gaining for something he could get by ask­ 
ing his old employ e Mr. Goldberg what is 
allowable. 


IF THIS HAS become plain in the negotia­ 
tions, it’s nothing to wonder about that they 
have been suspended 
Perhaps the negotiators have nothing more 
to talk about. Perhaps it’s all cut and dried. 
But if it were cut and dried and the news 
go out, steel-buy ing would sag. There would 
be no inducement to get orders in early at 
the old price because the steam would have 
been let out of the industry ’s threat to raise 
the price to recover higher production costs 
under a new contract. 
Stabilization of the economy would mean 
just that — stabilized earnings, stabilized 
wage costs, stabilized prices. It’s a prospect 
to give a union leader fits, which could lie 
what Mr McDonald is having at about this 
stage of the 1962 negotiations. 


Much As We Hate to Do It 


We must take the latest development in 


our government's policy on nuclear testing 


on faith, as we have taken every thing else 


it has done in this critical field of endeavor. 


If President Kennedy , making the best 


decision he can make with the information 


he has available, concludes that the United 
States must resume above-ground testing at 
the risk of adding to radioactive poisoning of 
the atmosphere, so be it. 


The truth is what it was during World 
War II when the United States was pouring 
its treasure into the project to make it the 
world’s first possessor of a nuclear-fission 
bo m b—that this government is merely re­ 
acting from the knowledge of outside danger. 
It is not initiating action. 


IF THE UNITED STATES had been second 
in the A-bomb 
race, it surely would have 
suffered the same kind of calamity if it had 
been second to develop an H-bomb, instead 
of first. 
The q uestion 
now is wether the Soviet 
Union has been 
first to develop some 
new 
definitive weapon in the nuclear arm s race 
and whether this accounts for its series of 
atmospheric tests last y ear. 


On the chance this might be so, President 
Kennedy has had no choice but to resume 
atmospheric testing, provided the govern­ 
m ent's nuclear phy sicists had something that 
needed testing. There is no reason to hold 
off testing in the hope of ex erting influence 
on the Soviet Union to suspend testing. It

Looking back on gripping ex ploit of John 
Glenn, plenty of people think his simple state­ 
ment of faith in God may guide millions of 
y oung and old through a "renetry ” into the 
atmosphere of the old time religion, an 
event that perhaps 
can 
alone 
end 
the 
agonies, tribulations, 
wars, 
miseries and 
frightful problems of the day . 
His words have 
probably 
more deeply 
moved millions of human beings than all 
the scientific and engineering 
feats. 
Col. 
Glenn’s q uiet, simple, 
statement 
of faith 
penetrated the outer spaces of true religion 
and soared through the highest regions of 
spiritual sincerity . 
It should be read and emphasized from 
every pulpit in the land and framed in 
every home, regardless of creed or sect. 
Faith wa s not visible on the "instrum enta­ 
tion” board of the Friendship 7, but Glenn 
made it clear that it was a top influence. 
Spiritual dedication needs no checks or count­ 
downs to lift mankind to heights. 
This was Glenn’s simple, q uiet answer to 
the part spiritual things play ed in his great 
ad venture: 
"I can’t say that while in orbit y ou sit 
there and pray . I don’t believe in the fire 
engine ty pe of religion, to be called on in 
time of emergencies and forgotten. I feel we 
ahould aU live o ur iivee as though each day 


ha* done whatever testing it needed to do 
and undoubtedly will resume more testing 
when it needs to do more. The United 
States will do the same. 


THIS IS, A war of nuclear maneuver. It 
may be the kind of war nations alway s will 
wage from now on. Political leaders have 
known for a long time that no one can win 
wars on the scale of violence made possible 
by even TNT and fire bombs, let alone wars 
waged with nuclear destruction 
Yet the threat of being destroy ed in one 
suicidal burst of nihilism will be a powerful 
element in international relations. 
And the threat of coming off second in 
the contest to be first will be a powerful 
element in balance-of-power politics. Nations 
cast in by stander roles will tend to align 
themselves with Goliath in a world that has 
stacked the deck against David. 
It would be nice to call off the arm am ent 
race and especially nice to call off the con­ 
test to be the nation second most likely to 
be blown off the face of the earth. 
It would be nice to beat all the A-bombs, 
H-bombs and vet-to-come N-bombs into plow­ 
shares, but it isn’t going to be that way . It 
wouldn't be that way even without the Soviet 
Union. 
Britain and France have important nuclear 
potential. The People’s Republic of China, if 
possessed the capacity , would start a nuclear 
war to destroy non-Communist nations, ac­ 
cording to its leaders 
In due time, the indefatigable Japanese 
will have a more powerful bomb than any ­ 
body else—and at a lower price. And eventu­ 
ally the meticulous West Germans will have 
one so beautifully designed it will make all 
others look crude. 
Much as we hate to do it. the United States 
had better keep its atoms polished.

Presdent Kennedy and his la­ 
bor secretary and brain truster 
have sa* around privately many 
times these past few weeks dis­ 
cussing subtleties of White House 
pressures which might least irri­ 
tate 
labor 
and 
management 
leaders.

George Meany , in for a rocking 
chair chat of an evening. Mr. 
Meany and Mr. President have 
talked of foreign affairs — espec­

But apparently that

During the labor high command 
session 
in 
Florida 
last 
week 
there was much grumbling. Fin­ 
ally the Pres cient personally tele­ 
phoned Meany . 


This conversation did not ease 
the gripes nor the criticism of 


Arthur Goldberg as the ’ Presi­ 
dent's m an” nor the resentment 
against the "interference” with 
labor’s push for higher wages. 
Especially 
since 
Goldberg 
had 
spoken bluntly — publicly as well 
as privately . 
The high command is aware of 
the President’s — and therefore 
Goldberg's — obsession over the 
outflow of gold. Also their insist­ 
ence that wages and prices halt 
at a line which will permit us to 
aonipete with those glistening new 
glass and stainless steel plants 
abroad. 


What the labor people want is 
for Goldberg to talk of "salary 
stability . . 
profit stability ” as 
well as wage and price stability . 
Those are their phrases. They do 
not believe that their planned in­ 
tense drive for considerably high­ 
er wages and lower work weeks 
will push up prices. 


Messrs. Kennedy and Goldberg 
disagree. They have told this to 
the labor chiefs. The latter want 
Goldberg, therefore, to stop act­ 
ing as though he were the labor 
movement — that’s their phrase 
— if he’s talking for the admini­ 
stration. 


THEY PLAN to pay less and 
less attention to the labor secre­ 
tary . They hit at President Tru­ 
man "in the old day s.” Now they 
plan to hit out at Kennedy by 
name 
This means no political 
breach. Just an internal war of 
nerves. 
The President and the secre­ 
tary hope to heave in heavy doses 
of tranq uilizers with what the in­ 
siders 
call 
"a 
continuing 
dia­ 
logue ” Between whom? Between 
every body . 
First the White House will ex ­ 
pand the base of the 21-man La­ 
bor - Management Advisory Com 
nuttee. This will be done by a 
subcommittee now about to be 
named. It wnll 
seek 
out 
hotel 
space and call a national confer­ 
ence, probably in mid-June, of 
government, labor, business and 
public leaders totaling 150 to 200

If John Kennedy is not talking 
to Nikita Khrushchev somewhere, 
he will personally open the "dia­ 
logue.” He will back up Gold­ 
berg’s statement that the govern­ 
ment must assume more "respon­ 
sibility ” in labor relations. 
One of those now organizing the 
broader labor - management par­ 
ley said, "More people must go 
in for economic literacy and un­ 
derstand what is possible and 
what will hurt in a labor-man- 
agemen* peace pact.” 


THE KEY QUOTE on this front 
is

Goldberg, 
with

President's approval, told Chica­ 
go businessmen the other day . 
This q uote is what really will be 
the motif 
and 
motive 
of 
the

ley : 
"The 
issues,” 
said Goldberg, 
"in labor - management affairs 
are far too complex , far too po­ 
tent, and far too influential on 
the rest of society to be resolved 
on the old testing grounds of 
force and power. Yet many times 
the parties are unable to find an 
alternate ground without the aid 
. . . of a third party .” 
From now on this "third party ” 
will be the government. Goldberg 
said that "referral of disputes to 
mere clashes of power” is waste­ 
ful and must end 
This will be the government’s 
theme — first at the June na­ 
tional "dialogue.” Later this 200- 
man group will be ex pected to 
launch similar 
regional confer­ 
ences. And finally industry wide 
conferences ever broadening the 
base all across the land, until 
thousands are involved in con­ 
stant "dialogues.” Secretary of 
Commerce Luther Hodges will es­ 
pecially dedicate himself to this 
national project within the com­ 
ing y ear.

served as the personal envoy of 
the president of the United States 
to Pope Pius XII. Mr. Tay lor, who 
had been appointed by President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, submitted 
his resignation to President I ru- 
rnan in 1950 
The 
intimacy 
portray ed 
be­ 
tween the Vatican and President 
Roosevelt 
will 
doubtless 
cause 
some Catholic publications to re­ 
peat 
recent comments 
that 
a 
president who is a Protestant evi­ 
dently can do some things to 
please Catholics of voting age that 
a president who, like Mr. Kenne­ 
dy , happens to be a Catholic feels 
it would be unwise politically to 
do 
Whatever the comments may be, 
the fact is that the book, which 
was written by Father Robert I. 
Gannon, a former president of 
Fordham University , contains an 
authorized version of a very in­ 
teresting chapter in American his­ 
tory . 
Ex cerpts from Cardinal Spell­ 
man’s diary and q uotations from 
unpublished 
letters 
written 
by 
President Roosevelt to the Cardi­ 
nal tell of a contact between digni­ 
taries 
of 
the 
Roman 
Catholic 
church and the White 
H o us e 
which has never been duplicated. 
In fact, the author of the book, aft­ 
er reviewing President Truman’s 
unsuccessful attempt in 1950 to 
get Congress to establish diplo­ 
matic relations formally with the 
Vatican, say s wistfully : 
"And there the matter has rest­ 
ed ever since. Mr. Truman’s suc­ 
cessor, with no pressure from 
Catholic America, seemed satis­ 
fied with sleeping dogs; a policy 
that is not likely to be changed 
by the present administration.” 


IT WOU1D APPEAR that some 
very 
good 
news 
stories 
were 
missed or suppressed at the White 
House in the 1930s. The Gannon 
book, for ex ample, discloses an en­ 
try in the Spellman Diary on Feb. 
16 and 17, 1937, as follows: 
"Arrived in Washington at 1:15 
in the midst of a snowstorm. 
Jam es Roosevelt at train to meet 
me and bring me to White House 
where I was assigned to the Yel­ 
low Bedroom. 


"We worked in his (the Presi­ 
dent’s) office on speech that he 
is to deliver Saturday night over 
national hook-up urging Massa­ 
chusetts 
to 
ratify 
child 
labor 
amendment. Had tea with Presi­ 
dent and he was wonderful. He 
made the cocktails before dinner. 
For dinner he had as guests Col. 
and Mrs. Allen, Jam es and Betsy 


Ro o sev elt, Miss Le Hand We saw 
movies after supper. It was q uite 
an ex perience 
"Said Mass (nex t day ) in the 
Monroe Room of the White House. 
It was the first time Mass was 
ever said in the White House. Miss 
Le Hand. Miss Tully . Miss Eben 
and Miss Hackmeister present. 
Breakfast afterwards with them. 
The coffee cups were as large as 
bowls. 
"Said goodbv to the President in 
bed He said he had intended to 
get up for Mas.v" 
The name of Presient Kenne­ 
dy ’s father is mentioned in the 
chapter telling how informal re­ 
lations with the Vatican were be­ 
gun. The author say s that Car­ 
dinal Spellman, who was then a 
bishop, suggested to Joseph P. 
Kennedy "that he mention to the 
President the possibility ” of a rep­ 
resentative to the Vatican, and 
"was delighted to learn from the 
account of the meeting that Roos­ 
evelt was sy mpathetic.” 
The author adds: "It was, how­ 
ever, the visit 4o Hy de Park of 
Cardinal 
Pacelli, 
secretary 
of 
state at the Vatican, (later Pope 
Pius XII) that forged the most 
important link in the chain of 
events leading up to the final 
decision." 


THFi BOOK mentions the fact 
that the elder Kennedy , while 
U.S. ambassador to Great Brit­ 
ain, was appointed by President 
Roosevelt to act as his special 
representative at the coronation 
of Pope Pius XII. 


Father Gannon writes that “it 
was another first, the first papal 
coronation at which the United 
States government had been offi­ 
cially represented.” Bishop Spell­ 
man's diary say s in this connec­ 
tion on March 17, 1939: 
“Joe Kennedy phoned me from 
London ex pressing his joy at all 
that has taken place and the hon­ 
ors he has received from t h a 
Holy Father. He said Cardinal 
O’Connel (Boston) is against rec­ 
ognition of the Vatican by the 
U.S.A.” 
President Truman on Feb. 3, 
1950, in a letter to Joseph Kenne­ 
dy , wrote 
"It is indeed helpful to have all 
this background information con­ 
cerning the origin of the Tay lor 
mission from one who had so* 
large and influential a part in the 
preliminary negotiations.” 
Most people todoy probably are 
not aware of the fact, as stated 
in the new book, that the United 
States and the Vatican have had 
q uasidiplomaOc 
relations 
about 
eight times. 
"The Cardinal Spellman Story ,” 
just published by Doubleday & 
Co., resembles ir many respects 
the biography of the late Cardi­ 
nal Gibbons, who died in 1921 at 
the age of 87 after an eventful 
career in the public ey e. 
The latter work, in two volumes 
—which was written by J o h n 
Tracy Ellis, professor of Amer­ 
ican Church History at the Cath­ 
olic University , and published in 
1952 — tells the story of the em­ 
inent prelate’s many contacts and 
friendship with Presidents Grover 
Cleveland and Theodore Roose­ 
velt, which in those day s also be­ 
came 
subjecst 
of 
political 
controversy .
